Six hundred representatives of all 
classes of British labor were repre­ 
sented at a conference held today. 
British labor will not be bound by 
any action the Stockholm conference 
may take, it was decided. 


The first of next week a new 
call will be issued 
by 
Orange

As yet the local exemption board 
is unable to even estimate as to how 
many men w ill be furnished for the 
quota by the first call of 420 men,-the • 
examination of whom was finished on 
Wednesday of this week. 
The 
mass 
of 
physical 
reports, 
claims and affidavits are being rapid­ 
ly segregated, indexed and put into 
shape for the work 
of 
the 
board. 
When the lists are ready for the first 
review, the board can probably esti­ 
mate within ten or fifteen men what 
number will be furnished. 


One thing that has been 
keeping 
the local board somewhat in the dark 
is the fact that the 
official 
report 
blanks have not yet arrived, and the 
board is not entirely certain 
as 
to 
what shall be done with the men who 
failed to report. 
There are a score or two men who 
failed to report. 
Most of them are 
aliens, it is true, but so far as instruc­ 
tions now appear everyone of those 
men must be listed on the quota and 
considered as deserters. 
W hether or 
not the local board has the right to 
go to a m an’s registration card and 
from it determine whether or not he 
is an alien is not quite clear under 
the present instructions.

the second call should notify him of 
the changes in address.

Hammond, principal of the Santa Ana 
High School. F. L. Andrews, secretary 
of the Santa Ana Board of Education, 
and County Superintendent Mitchell. 
Since

referendum 
petitions 
have been tiled, the attorney general 
has ruled that the law a l l o w s school 
taxes to he considered entirely separ­ 
ate from the county budget. 
The attorney general ruled that the 
tax limit law w as not subject to ref­ 
erendum, b ecau se the state* ((institu­ 
tional am endm ent providing 
for

referendum specifically

“The revocation of the power rn this 
departm ent to maintain tho standard 
lias resulted in the* price advancing 
from 5 to 7U cents, and the* reduction 
of the weight of the loaf from 
12 
ounce's to 9 and lo ounces. 
"The baker gets the public iii Cali­ 
fornia now both coming 
and 
going. 
They have every facility to protect 
themselves. 
A .standard weight is a 
direct protection to the mass of con­ 
sumers, and particularly 
that 
enor­ 
mous mass who cannot protect them ­ 
selves and who can least afford to lose. 
“ During May, 1917, tile market value 
of flour was $17.50

barrel, and 
bread was selling for 7 1 
cents for ap­ 
proximately P* ounces.
